Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District,  for  1951. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  again  lower  than  for  the  rest  of  the  country, 
due,  I  think,  to  the  large  number  of  elderly  people  in  the  district, 
but  the  Death  Rate  remains  lower  than  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
The  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  but  fortunately  the  numbers  are  so  small  (5  deaths)  that 
no  statistical  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  these  numbers. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  ninth  successive  year  there 
have  been  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  district. 

Infectious  Disease. 

In  January  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  about  which  much  has 
been  written,  occurred  in  Brighton.  No  cases  occurred  in  Shoreharn 
but  a  large  number  of  contacts  lived  in  the  district.  Liaison  Vvdth 
the  Brighton  Health  Department  and  with  neighbouring  authorities 
and  industrial  undertakings  was  complete.  Never  was  the  situation 
out  of  control  and  never  did  this  Department  advise  mass  vaccina¬ 
tion  All  contacts  were  traced  and  offered  vaccination  and,  if  necess¬ 
ary,  placed  in  quarantine.  Industrial  undertakings  at  particular  risk, 
e.g.  laundries  and  dry  cleaning  works,  were  visited  and  the  staffs 
offered  vaccination,  otherwise  the  public  were  advised  via  the 
local  press  not  to  demand  vaccination  from  their  private  doctors. 
In  spite  of  this  the  doctors’  surgeries  were  beseiged  and  approx¬ 
imately  half  the  population  was  vaccinated  in  January.  This  out¬ 
break  taught  us  many  lessons  about  the  disease  and  reminded  us 
of  many  we  had  forgotten,  the  most  important  to  my  mind  is  that 
it  is  not  a  disease  of  casual  contact  but  of  very  close  contact  and 
that  by  the  time  ‘the  condition  becomes  highly  infectious,  the 
patient  is  so  ill  that  he  has  taken  to  his  bed,  thereby  frequently 
only  infecting  his  immediate  relatives  and  friends. 
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In  March  and  April,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country, 
Shoreharn  had  the  most  severe  Measles  epidemic  for  many  yeors. 
Altogether  370  cases  were  notihed,  that  is,  one  out  of  every  eiglit 
children  was  infected.  Measles  is  most  infective  during  the  early 
stages  of  the  disease  before  the  appearance  of  the  rash,  which 
makes  control  extremely  difficult.  Epidemics  usually  occur  at  two- 
yearly  intervals  so  the  year  1952  should  be  free  from  any  serious 
outbreaks. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria,  56  per  cent,  of  all  children  under 
5  years  and  70  per  cent,  of  children  aged  5  to  14  years.  It  is  vital 
to  secure  that  not  less  than  75  per  cent  of  all  babies  are  immiinised 
before  their  hrst  birthday  and  ever}."  effort  must  be  made  to  attain 
this  result. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

There  has  been  nO'  improvement  in  the  provision  of  nospital 
beds  for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  Waiting  lists  remain  long  and 
not  infrequently  the  patients  die  before  admission  to  hospital 
can  be  arranged.  In  this  part  of  the  country  with  an  elderly  popula¬ 
tion  this  is  becoming  one  of  our  major  social  problems. 

Housing. 

Housing  continues  to  be  another  major  social  problem.  I'he 
situation  has  eased  slightly  during  the  last  year  by  the  erecdon 
of  74  new  houses. 

The  Housing  Committee  have,  I  feel,  tackled  their  m.ost 
difficult  task  with  imagination  and  humanity,  and  I  wish  to  express 
my  sincerest  thanks  for  their  wholehearted  co-operation.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Shoreham  is  situate  on  the  South  Coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  The  River  Adur,  flowing  down  from 
Bramber  to  the  South,  bounds  the  town  on  its  west  side,  and  then 
winding  under  the  Norfolk  Bridge  flows  eastwards,  until  it  again 
turns  southwards  to  enter  the  sea  through  Shoreham  Harbour 
mouth  at  Kingston.  In  this  way  the  river  cuts  off  from  Shoreham 
Town  the  shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur,  known  as  Shoreham 
Beach.  This  shingle  beach  is  within  the  Urban  District  of 
Shoreham-by-Sea . 

The  town  possesses  a  public  recreation  area,  Buckingham 
Park,  comprising  38  acres.  It  is  situate  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs 
north  of  the  town,  and  is  used  as  a  public  park  and  pleasure 
ground,  available  for  general  sports  and  recreation  purposes. 

The  chief  industries  in  the  town  are  a  Soap  Works,  Jam 
Factory,  Yatch  Building,  Chemical  Works,  Timber  Yards, 
Laundries.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force  on  July 
5th,  1948,  the  following  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  which  is  the  West  Sussex  County  Council.

I.  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Nursing. 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in  the  area. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  conduct  a  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  at  the  Shoreham  Health  Centre,  Middle 
Road,  twice  weekly.  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  also 
conduct  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  these  premises  fortnightly. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 

School  Clinics. 

School  Clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Health  Centre,  to 
which  all  school  children  can  be  sent.  A  Medical  Officer  attends 
weekly. 

Eye  Clinics,  Dental  Clinics,  Physiotherapy  Clinics  and  Speech 
Clinics  are  held  at  the  new  Health  Centre,  Middle  Road. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
treated  at  the  Brighton  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  under  arrange¬ 
ments  made  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Education  Committee. 

Orthorpaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Lancing  Health  Centre. 
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CHEST  CLINIC. 


A  Chest  Clinic  is  held  once  a  week  at  Southlands  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Worthing  Hospital  Management  Committee  have  made 
arrangements  entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics 
for  Venereal  Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Sei^vice: 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the  Ambulance 
and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance  are 
made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case,  or 
through  the  Police  or  Public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other  emer¬ 
gencies. 

Lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health 
visitors  and  general  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town 
Halls  or  Offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health 
Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the 
situation  of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the 
same  sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor  or  general 
nurse. 

II.  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or 
special  hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital 
accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances  subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus 
provided  for — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases, 
and  those  requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  ;  Worthing,  South¬ 
lands,  Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals  ;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

III.  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  eutitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
National  Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local 
arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National 
Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South  Street, 
Chichester. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUIVISTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
(1)  Water. 

There  is  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  from  the  Brighton 
Corporation.  The  supply  is  constant  and  all  the  houses  in  the  area 
are  served  direct.  The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent 
action.  No  samples  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year.

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  controlled 
tipping  method  and  is  collected  by  mechanical  freighters. 

(b)  Sewers. 

There  have  been  no  important  extensions  of  sewers  during 
the  year.  The  laying  of  sewers  in  Hammy  Lane  and  Shore- 
ham  Beach  has  been  commenced. 

(c)  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  situate  in  areas  where  sewers 
are  not  available  are  emptied  by  the  Council  with  a 
mechanical  cesspool  emptier,  and  the  sewage  disposed  of 
at  the  sewage  works.  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service 
in  certain  defined  areas. 

Rivers  and  Streams.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
REGULATIONS,  1925. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these 
Regulations,  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
taking  part  in  the  production  of  Milk. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936.  Section  172. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
Section,  which  gives  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  apply  in 
special  cases  for  a  Magistrate's  Order  for  the  removal  of  Tuber¬ 
culous  persons  to  an  institution  for  isolation. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.  Section  47. 

Action  was  taken  under  the  above  Section  during  the  year  to 
remove  an  elderly  lady  in  need  of  suitable  care  and  attention. 
The  Petty  Sessional  Court  deferred  the  decision  for  fourteen  days 
during  which  time  the  lady  died. 
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
